HILE the rest of us are working for the 
deep waterway, or the new charter, or the 

Free Bridge, or the “‘people’s choice” in 
our. wards, Max Zach is striving to make St. 
Louis society get the musical habit. 

If he succeeds, he will make St. Louls a good 
place for musicians to live in. It isn’t now, he 
‘aeys to*say. 

he fails, or, rather, if he is a long time suc- 

g, he.will draw further on the stock of pa- 

tience which has kept him from pessimism the 
past two years. And in the meantime he will yieid 
his baton with the same cheerfulness with which 
@ quarter of a century ago as an army violinist, 
he fiddled away such Balkan and other war 
clouds as <hen hung over his native Austria. 
Which is not exactly another story, but another 
‘and a later part of this story. 
- Qne more of the full-dress and opera-hat sud- 
geription concerts, two. or three more Sunday 
afternoon crushes in front of the Odeon and Di- 
‘rector Zach will have completed his second séa- 
gon at the head of the St. Louis Symphony Or- 
chestra. 
- And the fruit of his work among us, by his own 
estimate, is that we are not. quite so much afraid 
of*Beethoven and Tschaikowsky and Grieg as we 
were. 

“IT sometimes wonder,” Mr. Zach confessed to 

a Post-Dispatch reporter the other day, “just 
Ps how the audiences at the subscription concert 
_ fools about the music we give them. 

~=*"The; concerts are better attended, and there 
‘are more subscribers than two seasons ago. This 
shéws progress and a spirit ‘of loyalty. But how 
the audiences regard the heavier music is some- 
thing which has been a puzzle. I think they are 
- not 80 much afraid of it as they were. I hone 
80. 

“The Symphony Society is doing what it can to 
accustom the people to high-class concert music. 
But St. Louis needs more than this. It needs to 
have music of a high class, professionally per- 
formed, made a part of its social life. 

“There is m6 reason for a singer to live in St. 
Louis at present. The good positions in church 


choirs are few, and there is little else, except - 


teaching, to depend on. 
“As is so often said, there is ‘nothing doing.’ 
“That which we have not, and which Eastern 
cities have, is the custom of entertaining guests 
ivate social functions with vocal music, ren- 
“by professional talent.

“FH UT what do they do with the music rooms? 
» Perhaps they use them as ballrooms or 
= . reception halls. I only know that it is a 
‘© thing for a professional singer to get an cn- 


gagement to sing in one of them. 

“It sometimes happens that a professional mu- 
sician of standing is invited to some elaborate 
function and finds himself expected to sing or 
play for his hosts and his fellow guests. He will 
probably do so, but he will probably prefer a pro- 
fessional engagement without his dinner to an- 
other such experience, 

“For myself, I prefer to do my work on an 
empty stomach. I never eat before a concert.” 

This abstinence, it appears, has not affected 
the director’s health, for he shows no signs of 
emaciation. 

Yet Mr. Zach—he prefers “Mr.” to “Herr,” and 
wholly waives his military title of “Sergeant’-— 
has his worries. One of them is the present prob- 
lem Whether eight or ten subScription concerts 
shall be given next season. 

Another is the work of the Symphony Society’s 
Executive Committee, and the question whether 
its enthusiastic, but not numerous solicitors, will 
raise money to put the orchestra on’the basis the 
leader desires next season, or the following one, 
or the season after that. 

“My ambition,” said Mr. Zach, “is to put the 
orchestra on a basis of weekly pay, to enlarge 
its membership and to advertise the musical 
standing of St. Louis by a tour of the West and 
Southwest. 

“At present, while our players are paid by the 
concert, they are obliged to work, sometimes un- 
til early in the morning, in rendering a sort of 
music that gives them no proper training fur 
symphony orchestra work. Rehearsals are not 
frequent enough to remedy this trouble. 

“What is needed is to pay the players weekly 
salaries, thus relieving them from the necessity 
of playing and teaching at times that will inter- 
fere, as at present, with the needed rehearsals. 

“Then, too, we need more men, Our sixty-five 
cannot be expected to equal the work of Boston’s 
eighty-five or the one hundred of New York and 
Chicago. 

“At the Paderewski concert it was my wish to 
render Paderewski’s symphony. I went to Chi- 
cage to hear it. I came back convinced that it 
was useless to attempt it with an orchestra no 
larger than ours. 

“The Southwest wants to hear us play. I wish 
we might have made a tour this year with con- 
certs in Hannibal, Joplin, Springfield and per- 
haps in the leading cities of Texas. But at our 
present scale of pay by the performance they can- 
not afford to guarantee what would be required. 
Were our singers salaried by the week it would 
be possible to go to them at a price within their 
means. The benefit to St. Louis, in spreading the 
city musica] reputation would be as great as the 
benefit to those communities. 

“IT hope we can make these changes, wholly or 
in part, next season. It all depends on the money. 


Endowment of $50,000 
Need of the Society 


O me it looks easy. If 500 men would sub- 

scribe $100 each we would have a $50,00¢ 

endowment fund, and its income, with 

thé normal earnings of the orchestra, would sup- 

port the society on a basis which would insure 
its permanency as a credit to the city. 

“But I do not wish to seem to find fault with 
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the people of St. Louis as being stingier toward 
music than those of other cities. In every city 
they have the same problem. 

“Col. Higginson supported the orchestra in Bos- 
ton for many years, guaranteeing to meet its 
deficit. And some years it almost swamped him. 

“And when I go to the» meetings of the Ar- 
tists’ Guild I find there is at least one other pro- 
fessional class in St. Louis which suffers as much 
from publig indifference as do the musicians.” 

“But the public is not indifferent,” the inter- 
viewer remonstrated. “The crowds at the Sun- 
day concerts and at the Paderewski concert 
show that.” 

“I am obliged to devote my time much more 
to the subscription. concerts than to the popular 
ones,’ replied the director, “and it is natural 
that I give them most of my thought. The chief 
support of the orchestra is from subscriptions to 
its fund, and most of this support comes from the 
West End. 

“The greatest disappointment I have had in 
St. Louis has been in finding the small share that 
its large German population takes in supporting 
high-class music. 

“It is commonly supposed that the Germans are 
music lovers. But too much of their love of music, 
in St. Louis, is spent-in the songs which make 
men thirsty, followed by drinks which make 
them sing. 

“There is the Liederkranz Club, it is true, yet 
its members are but a few hundreds among a 
German population that must exceed 100,000, And 
much of its music has only social value. 
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“Theré are hundreds of German names, some 
of them’ of South Side residents, on the Sym- 








phony Society’s sub8tription roll, but they are 
much fewer than they ought to be, considering 
the part taken by this class in the city’s business 
affairs and its share of the total wealth. 

“The Jewish part of the community makes a 
better showing in this respect than does the Ger- 


man, 
~ “People attend the popular concerts knowing 


that most of the music will-not be. of a heavy 
sort. We have been gratified with the success of 
these concerts recently. 

“As for the Paderewski concert, it is hard to 
tell just how much it proves as to.the public at- 
titude toward music. Paderewski is a celebrity, an 
object of curiosity. 

“I realized that the crowd attended to hear 
Paderewski. I would not think of saying that 
the orchestra attracted them. But it may be 
that many persons. who were not familiar with 
the orchestra’s work were more ready to attend 
because it was to take part, and that the audience 
was larger than Paderewski, by himeett, would 
have drawn. 

“I believe there were 4000, if not 5000 persons, 
at that concert, who had known nothing of the 
orchestra’s work before. It. was our chance for 
missionary work among these people, and we 
tried to make the: best of it. 

“Many of these people, I will venture, did not 
know St. Louis had a symphony. orchestra. 
There are people in wealthy circles of St. Louis 
who do not know it. We welcome the opportunity 
to play before that class of people,.and we hope 
some of them will become regular. hearers.” 

“What does St. Louis need musically, aside 
from what the Symphony Society is giving it?” 
Mr. Zach was asked.

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BURBANK’S SPINELESS ( CACTUS. 

The cactus has for a long time been fed to cat- 
tle, but since the spines must first be removed 
the use of it has been restricted to the Southwest, 
and even there it has not been a staple food. The 
spineless variety labors under no such disadvan- 
tage and the cultivation of it promises to become 
extensive and profitabie. 

Luther Burbank, whose latest contribution to 
humanity is a spineless cactus, has raised 90 tons 
of forage variety in Sonoma County, California, on 
adobe soil, but he reports that in a warm cli- 
mate, with one or two light irrigations in. each 
season, double this tonage may be expected 
form the same acreage. 

This cactus, which will grow from a leaf stuck 
in the ground, will have a multitude of uses. It 
may. be used for hedges and fences as well as 
garden ornaments. It is food for all kinds of 
‘stock, including poultry. It makes a good pickle; 
and, when boiled, a nice dish.of ‘greens. Preserved, 
it is a sweetmeat equal to citron. Mixed with 
‘whitewash the juice will make it lasting when 
exposed to ali sorts of weather. The fresh fruit 
of. the new variety is superior tothe banana and 
will make good jams, jellies, et¢. Finally, the 
‘leaves make poultices and a good stibstitute for 
the hot-water bag: These are some of the uses 
of the spineless cactus now known. What more 
will be discovered only time can tell. 

The man who’ makes two blades of grass grow 
where one grew before is proverbially a benefactur 
‘of ‘his kind. But Luther: Burbank, with «the 
genius of a wizard and the quiet sanity of a pa- 
tient man of science, has multiplied the produc- 
tiveness of the plant world wherever he has 
touched it, perhaps a thousand fold. 

The interest in the man is heightened by the

has no degree, he owes nothing to the universities. 
His victories are due to his own patience, powers 
of observation and uninstructed genius. He has 
learned by direct communion with Nature and 
first-hand study of her ways, and has employed 
her processes and methods. . Like all benefactors, 
he learns the purpose of Nature and by obeying 
her will quickens her pace and makes her a helper 
rather than a hindrance to man. 
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A St. Louis coffee expert calls attention to the 
fact that a tariff on coffee will affect only. the 
poor man. High-priced coffee, he says, is sold 
at such a profit that the dealer can absorb the 
tariff, but on the che4per grades the entire rev- 
enue will fall on the consumer. This is solemnly 
advanced as a reason why coffee should not be 
taxed, as though any tariff schedule was ever ar- 
ranged with regard to the poor man. 





OKLAHOMA’S BANKING EXPERIMENT. 

The result of a year’s operations under a deposit 
guaranty law in Oklahoma shows large gains for 
the State banks as compared to the national. In 
the year there has been an increase of 28 in the 
number of State banks and of these 13 were for- 
merly operated under the national banking laws. 
Deposits in the State banks show absolute as well 
as relative gains, and they now carry individual 
deposits of $35,160,713 as against vi 280,000 in 
the national banks. 

It is evident that the guaranty law operates as 
a handicap to the national banks. It has alsc 
stimiulated ‘banking “by mail.”” Kansas has felt 
the competition keenly, A guaranty law pending 
in the Legislature of |that State is'as much a meas- 
ure for the protection of Kansas banks as a 
guaranty of bank deposits. If Kansas adopts that 


| law, Missouri, Nebraska and Iowa will be in the 
| position in which Kansas is now.

The records -bristle with eases in. which men 
of the highest social standing have taken the law 
into their own hands with murder as the result. 
Usually: the trial, if there was trial at all; has 
been a farce. Courts have winked at justice and 
juries: have preferred the unwritten code. 

This complacent view of individual rights has 
operated to stay Southern: progress and promote 
disrespect for the law. Anything in the way of 
a setback is a gain and it is a.long step forward 
that the survivors of a typical altercation have 
been held responsible under the law. 

It is to the credit of Judge Hart and the Cooper 
jury that they have reversed:a system and placcd 
society above the individual. It is to the credit 
of Tennessee that it has won a position in the 
ranks of law-abiding states, where murder is mur- 
der, even when “gentlemen” -are the parties to it. 
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President Taft was apparently surprised when 
he could not find a copy of the Constitution in the 
room occupied as an office by Roosevelt. But it 
may be that the surprise was only simulated for 
the benefit of the correspondents who witnessed 
the unsuccessful search for the discarded docu- 
ment.

‘Balkan states are always taken as a sign of a 


general clash, But the war. clouds have been 
low since October and no clash has come. There 
have been astonishing changes in the Near East 
and no war has come, The Turkish sovereignty 
in Europe has been’ curtailed, Austria and Bul- 
garia haye seized long-coveted territory and 
Servia is in commotion, but there has been no 
war as yet. 

The chance of a general imbroglio has been 
met at every turn by practical action on the part 
of the powers signatory to the treaty of Berlin. 
Germany and Russia-held aloof fora short time, 
but they finally yielded to argument and what, in 
diplomatic terms, was called “intervention at Bel- 
grade, in the interests of moderation,” was also 
practically intervention at Vienna. 

This concert of ‘action seems to have had a 
mollifying influence on. the nations whose lack of 
understanding and agreement might have drawn 
them into the possible conflict between Austria- 
Hupgary and bellicose Servia. An optimistic 
view is that any conflict will be confined to those 
countries and the dual monarchy seems to be tak- 
ing particular care that it have right on its side. 

In the diplomatic exchanges of the week the 
Austrian Premier has been endeavoring to secure 
from Servia specific definition of its desires as 
to Bosnia and Herzegovina and Servia has en- 
deavored to secure from Austria the initial defi- 
nition. 

Such sparring, even when supplemented by ui- 
settled economic relations, seems unlikely to lead 
to hostilities between sane nations. But back 
of it all are racial jealousies and rivalries centu- 
ries old. The Slavs in Servia and in Austria-Hun- 
gary have been making progress both in civiliza- 
tion and numbers. They have been crowding the 
Germans and Magyars and in the Hapsburg realm 
they now number 22,000,000, against 11,000,000 
Germans, 9,000,000 Magyars and about 4,000,000 
Roumanians. The ruling Germans and Magyars 
have opposed the political progress of the Slavs 
and the bitterness has extended to the Slavic 
states. The Bosnians and Herzegovinians are Slavs 
like the Servians, With Austria-Hungary more 
than half Slavic and with a belief that there is in 
existence a giant conspiracy, fostered from Ser- 
via, to overthrow the Hapsburg rule, and create 
on the ruins a new Slavic empire, it is seen that 
the diplomatic negotiations are merely the covér 
under which seethes a racial commotion. The 
powers may stop it. They may let the rivals fight 
it out,

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THE LAW’S DELAYS. 


Senator Keene Discusses Necded esaadam in the 
Civil Procedure. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

The complaints of the lay world over the delays and 
defects of the law and its administration are loud 
and long. I do not believe that there is a single 
class in the community of the administration of 
justice. 

The code ef civil procedure, after the New York 
model of 1845, and which made a legal revolution 
in its day, has grown obsolete. It is antiquated 
and cumbersome, and wholly inadequate to the rapid 
demands of the modern industrial world. The: En- 
glish have abandoned it, while a German jurist would 
laugh at it. But the most serious objection to our 
administration of the law is the elaborate and tech- 
nical complexity of our methods of appeal. The 
merest technical the error will prevent the hearing 
of a case on its merits, and lead to the affirmation 
of the judgment below, whether right or wrong. If 
the record fails to show that a bill’ of exceptions 
was filed; or that the overruling for a new trial was 
excepted to; or that a term bill of exceptions to the 
overruling of a motion to quash was not filed; or if a 
dezen or so other mechanical things were not done, 
the appeal is simply ‘dismissed without hearing. 

In eight or ten recent volumes of the Court of Ap- 
peals reports, over 20 per cent of the cases were 
so dismissed ‘without any hearing on the - merits. 
Moreover, the pfactice has grown up for the appel- 
late courts not to correct a judgment on appeal so 
as to make it substantially conformable to justice, 
but to send back every case for a retrial in which 
there has been any error, which might have influ- 
enced the verdict. ) 

The English law has abolished the whole doctrine 
of terms and reversible error and technical requisites 
of appeal, and gets at the gist of the business in 
short order. So simple is the procedure that some 
ninety-eight judges of courts of record take care of 
the legal business of England and Wales, with 33,- 
000,000 people, where the web of thes international 
finance crosses at every point, while the State of Ne- 
braska, with about a half million people, and, of 
course, nothing like the wealth of England, requires 
128 such judges, irrespective of probate and criminal 
judges. The 98 English judges dispose of some 80,000 
cases to something like 5000 disposed of by the Ne- 
braska judges. And the disparity measures the dif- 
ference in efficiency between an archaic and modern 
system of procedure. There is the whole length from 
the flintlock to the Mauser between the two. : 

There has not been an English case in equity sent 
back for retrial in 17 years, the court above correct- 
ing and modifying the judgment on appeal so as to 


do justice without shipping the whole subject back 


for retrial. In jury cases about 3 per cent of the 
total have been sent back for retrial in England, 
while I believe 28 per cent about measures the 
amount in our own country. ‘All of thig means a 
useless number of jadges, unnecessary salaries for 
judges, unnecessary fees for sheriffs, unnecegsary 
hire for clerks, not to mention the running of court- 
houses and the court costs, keeping of recerd books, 
and the thousand incidental expenses. It also means 
that a great number of men, who should be carrying 
the hod are practicing law, and that the law itself 
is losing the character of a moral science to de- 
generate into a petty scramble for ‘‘pints.” 

A trial, instead of being an earnest investigation 
after the truth, becomes a legal sparring match de- 
termined by rules, which only too often defeat 
justice. The Browns may beat the Chicagos 50-1, but 
the umpire wrongfully declares a foul in the third 
inning. So the Court of Appeals, instead of saying 
that the game would have been won by the Browns 
anyhow, and deducting a point, will compel the two 
teams to play the whole game over again with the 
same chances for error, All of this, too, means that 
the merchant fS taken from his counter, the book- 
keeper from his desk, and the mechanic from his 
bench to do jury service, in cases which should have 
been settled upon a single trial. This, in turn, means, 
of course, ecOnomic waste, social unrest and the pay- 
ment of unnecessary taxes and so on. You will find 
this whole subject discussed in the American Law 
Review, September-October, 1906, and in the report 
of the Special Committee of the American Bar Ac- 
sociation of Aug. 26, 1908.

Paul Morton, Insurance Head, 
Says the Big Salaries 
Go Begging. 





EDUCATION THE THING 





It Gives Man the Proper Steam 
but He Must Be the 
Engineer 





NEW YORK, March 20.—Paul Morton 
says there are any number of $25,000 and 
$50,000 positions looking for yaen who can 
competently fill them. 

The youthful president of the Equit- 


able Life Assurance Society and former 
Secretary of the Navy, railroad expert 
and captain of industry, made the as- 
sertion in an extended interview on op- 
portunities for young men, with partict- 
lar attention to specialization. Pungent 
phrases in his statement were: 

“This is peculiarly an age of speciali- 
zation. 

“Every man is his own engineer. 

“The chief ingredients of success are 
hard work and common sense. 

“A technical education teaches one 
how to do things, but nothing but one’s 
own force of will power will make him 
do things.” 

Mr. Morton began his interview by us- 
ing railroad comparisons regarding co]- 
lege education. He said: 


Every Man His Own Engineer. 


“The young man who starts out to 
win his way in the world with a tech- 
nical education, with special training 
at college, has about the same ad- 
vantage over a competitor without 
that sert of education that a railroad 
locomotive possesses over an ox team. 
But it must not be forgotten that a 
locomotive may be wrecked in many 
ways, and with bad handling may 
not get to’its destination with as 
much satisfaction as the ox team. 

“Much depends upon the road, but 
more upon the driver. Every: man is 
his own engineer when it comes to se- 
lecting the road he will travel 
through life. If he gets off the track, 
generally he will be responsible for 
it, and if he is on time he will gét the 
credit for it. 

“There is no-well defined recipe for 
success... The chief ingredients of suc- 
cess are hard work and common sense, 
Intelligent industry, directed by spe- 
cial Khowledge, is, in my opinion, the 
Lasis of most of the successes of the 
world. Enlightened and willing ap- 
plication to whatever is undertaken— 
I mean by this that in order to sué-, 
ceed one must have an enthusiastic 
interest in what he is doing, being 
fond of work, whatever it may be. 

“Rew rien win in ‘occupations un- 
congenial to them. Were I asked for 
advice by @ young man just starting 
out, 1 Wo! ,tell him to take up that 
kind of employment with which he 
can become most absorbed; to get an 
occupatio#, it possible that will en- 
tertain him,” most of everything» else 
in the world, The rest will be easy; 
it will take -care of itséif.’’

Concretely, Mr. Morton illustrated his 
meaning by referring to one of the most 
important branches of railroad work 
where specialization is just now the 
crying need and where success is most 
sure to attend it.

“There is no work more engaging 
than this to the man fitted for it; there 
is no work that promises higher rewards 
in the dominion of transportation, and 
there is no work more honorable in any 
field of.endeavor. I wish our colleges 
would turn’ out more master mechanics 
than civil) engineers. In my observation, 
ene of the weakest spots in the trans- 
portation business of the country today 
is mediocrity in the management of the 
machinery departments of the railroads. 
There are too many engine failures, 
owing to the failure to have the right 
man in charge of the machine shops. 

“Promotions to higher positions are 
just as likely to occur through the me- 
chanical deparfments of the railroad 
world as through any ether. There is 
no royal road to promotion in any well- 
regulated business; this is particularly 
true of railroading.

—Although a week has passed since this 
part of Missouri and nearby Tennessee 
was shocked by the admission of the 
Rev. Lyndon F. Jackson that he had 
lost all love for his wife and cared only 
for Miss Cora Short, church worker and 
school teacher, following her open con- 
fession made at prayer meeting, the 
true story was only made public today. 
It is given with the consent of all those 
interested and part of it contains Miss 
Short’s account of the affair over her 
own signature. , 

The Rev. Mr. Jackson has suddenly 
awakened to the fact that he has an 
ideal wife—one who has stood by him 
in his “awful trials.’’’ They are going 
to live together again and begin life 
anew. 

Here is Miss Short's signed statement 
given to a Post-Dispatch reporter which 
tells better than anything else the true 
story of her romance: 

- Girls Confession. 

In contrition of heart for past mis- 
takes-and sincerely and truly regret- 
ting any pain. my own selfishness or 
weakness may have caused, as well 
as in justice to myself, I desire to 
make this candid and truthful state- 
ment of my relations with the Rev. 
Mr. Jackson. 

He was my pastor’ for three years. 
He' was my ideal as a minister and 
I esteemed him highly as a man. 
He called at our home frequently, 
but not so often as. he did at other 
homes in his pastoral work. 

Last May I was taken down with 
rheumatism and he called every day 

my fllness. It was then I 
realized how much I cared for him, 
when I found myself waiting his 
coming so eagerly. One afternoon 
he came. 

I had been waiting for him all day 
anxiousiy, and I thought to myself 
that if he knew how I had longed for 
him he would have thought ill of 
me. When I saw him, I said: “I 
thougrt you never would come.’’ He 
answered: 

I've been coming al! morning. 
And I knew by his expression that 
he meant he had been here in heart. 
That was on Friday. The next day 
he came again and brought me a 
letter telling that the love between 
him and his wife was dead and that 
was excuse enough for our love. 

That was a great shock to me to 
learn that he did not love his wife. 
That was the first Nttle fall he had 
from my ideal. Each day after that 
he wrote me a letter, and finally I 
began to an8Bwer them. At first they 
were plain and matter-of-fact in 
tone. Then they began to be more 
tender and affectionate. 

Mother Kept In Ignerance. 

We had kept this from mamma, 
though he said he was willing to 
tell her the whole thing. Because 
of her health, however, we decided 
it would be better not to. She saw 
me reading a letter one day and 
asked for it. Then I told her. Mamma 
cried, and I tried to show ‘er that 
our love was innocent. , But she 
talked very bitterly about it. I 
saw him downtown that afternoon 
and told him mamma knew. He said 
he would come out in the evening 
and explain it all to her. He did 
and tried to make her sée it his way, 
but she. couldn't. 

She protested against his coming to 
our housé any more, but for my sake 
did not positively forbid it, as she 
really wanted to do. 

And so he still came often and 
wrote me many letters, which I near- 
ly always answered. In a few days 
after his talk with mamma he con- 
fessed to his wife. 

Mrs. Jackson was broken-hearted, 
but she acted like an angel on earth.

‘Mother Ready to Do All That 
Kidnapers Ask to Get Her Boy 


Mr. and Mrs. Whitla place no blame 
on the teacher. 

_The police are thoroughly aroused, 
One hundred members of the State 
constabulary have been sent here and 
are patrolling the roads in every direc- 
tion. Chief of Police Crain has sworn 
in 60 deputies and sent them into the 
surrounding country. More than 650 pri- 
vate detectives are working on the case 
in this State, Ohio and West Virginia. 
There are also extra detectives from 
Pittsburg under assignment on this ac- 
count. 

Chief Crain thinks that the abductor 
cannot negotiate terms for the boy’s 
return without great risk of arrest.. The 
maximum penalty for kidnaping in 
Pennsylvania is life imprisonment. All 
communications with the Whitla fam- 
ily by post and telegraph are closely 
watched by the police, and even tele- 
phone messages are traced. 

Boy Passed to Confederates, 

The detectives, among them the Pink- 
erton men, believe that the abductors 
passed the boy to one or more confed- 
erates to lessen the danger of his own 
detection and at the same time to 
leave himself within easy reach of the 
family for the purpose of closing nego 
tiatiens. 

Mr. Whitla has received a long-dis- 
tance message, the sender saying his 
name was J. A. Hile. He said that 
while on a Pennsylvania Railroad train 
on the way to Chicago Thursday night 
he saw two men and a boy answering 
th: description of Willie. They left the 
train at a station not far this side of 
Chicago. 

Mr. Whitla at cace called up L. B. 
Jackson, a Chicago friend, asking him 
to notify the Chicago police of this 
message. Mr. Jackson did so and Chi- 
cago detectives were immediately de- 
tailed on the case. 

Another report which the police are 

chasing is that two men and a boy ap- 
peared at the Lake Shore Station at 
Warren, O., where a carriage was 
abandoned. The men inyuired about 
trains to Ashtabula and Cleveland. 
May Have Used Boat, 
« Within. fifty miles of “Warren § are 
Cleveland and half a dozen other towns 
fof considerable size. The police think 
that the flight was toward Laxe Erie. 
At almost any Lake town a sail boat 
might be engaged w..nout exciting spe- 
cial remark and it would be easy to 
hide the boy in the cabin, and in the 
evem of a chase to make for the Ca- 
nadian shore.

Will Canvass 4000 Names on 
Lists of Which-Democrats 
Complain. 





Chief of Police Creecy will, within 
the next few days, assign policemen to 
verify the report of the Democratic City 
Committee that there are more than 
4000 names on the registration lists 
which have no legal right to be there. 
Chief Creecy yesterday told the Senate 
Investigating Committee he would grant 
their request that this work be done by 
the police. 

Chairman Ward of the Democratic 
committee recently submitted to the 
Senate committee about 4500 names of 
registered voters to whom letters had 
been addressed Postoffice officials re- 
ported that carriers were unable to de- 
liver the lefters at the addresses given. 

Senator Frank McAllister of Paris, a 
member of the committee, said last 
night at the Southern Hotel: 

“T have known of some instances in 
which there was a mistake made in ad- 
dressing the letter, and I do not believe 
we should rely entirely on the Postof- 
fice returns. For .aat reason I asked 
Chief Creecy te have his men canvass 
the names reported by the Democratic 
City Committee. If the persons named 
do not live at the addresses the regis- 
tration books show for them, they 
should certainly be stricken from the 
books.

days. I understand the work is to be 
begun immediately. 

“T think it very probable the ‘commit- 
tes will ask the Legisiature to amend 
the electior laws to prevent the Board 
of Election Commissioners from permit- 
ting the changing of voters from one 
precinct to another up to within a very 
few days of election.

Former President Explains 
That Misstatement Was 
Fault of Memory.

Lueb Gave Permission to Use 
Pictures, and Denied 
Doing So. 





OYSTER BAY, March 20.—Former 


President Roosevelt's testimony in 
the suit of a photographer, who 
seeks to recover $5000 from the 
Town Topics Publishing Co. for the 
publication of three photographs of 
Mr. Roosevelt in the book “Fads and 
Fancies,” was taken by deposition 
in the library of his home here today, 

Mr. Roosevelt said that when pub- 
lic attention was first attracted to the 


publication in. question, he did not 
recall that he had ever given permis- 
sion for the use of the pictures. He 
thereupon discussed the matter with 
Secretary Loeb, he gaid, and as the 
latter also had no recollection that 
permission had been granted, he al- 
lowed a statement to this effect to 
be published. 
Letter Found by Loeb, 

Some time afterward, however, the 
ex-President said, Mr. Loeb came 
across the letter In which he had 
authorized the publication of the pic- 
tures. 

“We are caught, not in a false- 
hood, but in a forgetfulness,” Mr. 
Roosevelt told Secretary Loeb, ac- 
cording to his testimony today. 

“T had no knowledge, of course, 
that these photographs had been 
given until Mr. Loeb had found the 
letter. Of course, in giving out any 
pictures, or other matter pertaining 
to me, he acted with my full author- 
ization,” Mr. Roosevelt added, 

The letter referred to was, in part 
as follows: 

“OYSTER BAY, Sept. 23. 1903.— 
My Dear Judge: I am in receipt 
of yours enclosing proof of article, 
which I return to you with a few 
slight additions. It ig all right 
to use it, but, of course, please do 
not have it appear as in any way 
indorsed by the President or my- 
self. You will understand my 
reasons for this. 

“I send you the following pic- 
tures, which are al] that I hav¢ 
on hand suitable for the purpose, 
the President’s house at Saga- 
more Hill; the tennis court and 
Theodore Jr.; the President on the 
lawn; the President on his jumper, 
Bleistein. Faithfully yours,

The Governor laughed when told that 
the story credited Senator Warner with 
having visited the White House for the 
express “purpose of asking President 
Taft to make the Missouri Governor a 
Federal Judge.” 

“I do not think it is worth while to 
say anything on that point, as Senator 
Warner can answer for himself,’ said 
the Governor. ‘So far as the story re- 
lates to me, it is without foundation in 
fact.”’

He took a 
leading part in the organization of the 
International Harvester Co., with its 
$120,000,000 capital, of which his brother, 
Cyrus H., is president. In 1905 he mar- 
ried Katherine Dexter of Boston, daugh- 
ter of Wirt Dexter, a once noted Chi- 
cago lawyer.

of ore as a paperweight on a table. He 
inquired where it came from and the 
clerk said the janitor had found it cling- 
ing to a piece of coal. The hotel people 
did not know what it was. 

Bemis found where the coal 
from and immediately closed a lease 
with Joseph Biebe!, the owner of the 
farm on which the mine is located, and 
with William Lattmann, the owner of 
the mine. His lease Covers the right to 
mine all ores found in the mine except 
coal and oil. 

The mine is 60 feet deep and he has 
sunk a shaft 23 feet below the bottom of 
the mine. As yet he has not begun to do 
any drifting. He will wait until he hears 
further from the assayers, to whom he 
has sent samples of his ore.

APPEAL TO BE TAKEN 





While Lawyers Carry on Fight 
Father and Son Will Make 
European Trip. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., March 20.—When 
Col. Duncan Brown Cooper and his son, 
Robin Cooper, were found guilty this 
morning of murder in the second degree 
and were sentenced to serve 20 years 
in prison, under the indictment which 
charged them with the assassination of 
ex-Senator Edward Carmack in this 
9, 1908, fully fifty men and 
women of social and financial standing 
sought to qualify as bondsmen. 

Among them was H. M. K. La Fol- 
lette, a brother of Senator La Follette 
of Wisconsin. La Follette is a coal 
miner in Eastern Tennessee, and is the 


city on Nov. 


owner of the town which bears his 


name. He was a bitter opponent of Sen- 
ator Carmack. 


Mrs. -Lucius 
elder daughter, 


E. Burch, Col. Cooper’s 

collapsed after leaving 
the courtroom. She went out with her 
arms around Robin Cooper’s shoulder. 
She was.revived in a short time, and 
not long afterward left with her father 
and brother and her sister, Mrs. Bev- 
erly Wilson of Mobile,, for the home 
of James C. Bradford, Col. Cooper’s 
brother-in-law, who, as testified by his 
stenographer, said he would have killed 
Senator Carmack with no more remorse 
than he would have killed a rattle- 
snake. 

On the other hand, a special dispatch 
from Columbia, Carmack’s home town, 
this evening, says: 

‘When the news was flashed here to- 
day by a bulletin from Nashville, that 
the Coopers had been found guilty of 
murder in the second degree, followed 
almost immediately by a second flash 
yiving the penalty as 2 years, there 
was rejoicing in this city, that claims 
Senator Carmack as her son. 

‘‘Tennessee has redeemed herself,’’ 
was the ffirst utterance of a local 
preacher, and the phrase was caught 
up and carried. around. 

“Everywhere that two gathered to- 
gether the verdict was excitedly dis- 
cussed, and in most instances it was 
approved. Hundreds congregated about 
the windows of the Columbia Herald, 
where the first bulletin was posted. Tel- 
ephones were used, and in this way the 
tidings rapidly spread. Hundreds of 
persons residing in: the country had 
pledged their town friends to notify 
them immediately a verdict was reached 
and into every home in Maury County 
the mews was rapidly relayed.” 


Coopers Take Verdict Calmly. 


There was Only a handful of specta- 
tors in the courtroom when the yerdict 
was returned, and they heard it in si- 
lence. The Coopers sat with their kin- 
folks and attorneys. Neither father 
nor son indicated the slightest emo- 
tion. 

John Sharp hurried to the courthouse 
when he heard of the verdict and was 
soon closeted with the defendants and 
their counsel. Mrs. Sharp was in court 
when the jury reported and comforted 
the two daughters of Col. Cooper with 
her presence’ and sympathy. Several 
other faithful friends were with them 
during the ordeal and accompanied 
them to the room of the defendants, 
where they awaited the arrival of the 
bondsmen. 


Released on $25.000 Bail. 


The Coopers were admitted to bail in 
$25,000 each pending a motion for a new 
trial, of which their counsel gave notice 
immediately after the discharge of the 
jury. The 6ureties who, qualified on | 
the bonds were James 'E. Caldwell, 
president of the Cumberland Télephone 
and Telegraph Co.; Walter O, Parmer, 
H. B. Chadwell and C. W. Anderson. 

As 800n as the verdict had been en- 
tered by the clerk of.the court, J. M. 
Anderson, leading counsel for the de- 
fense, moved that a judgment of a mis- 
trial he granted on the ground that 
when the jury acquitted John D. Sharp 
yesterday of being_an accomplice of the 
Coopers in the assassination of Car- 
mack, the report that it was “hopeless- 
ly divided as to the Coopers” consti- 
tuted a complete verdict. Judge Hart 
unhesitatingly overruled this motion. 

One Juror for Acquittal, 

The Post-Dispatch correspondent is 
informed that the jury took more than 
twenty ballots on the fate of the Coop- 
ers. The first ballot disclosed that five 
were for conviction of murder in. the 
first degree, with the death penalty as 
punishment. six for a verdict of murder 
in the second degree, and one for ac- 
quittal. So the voting held until late 
last night, when the five who were vot- 
ing for the rope made concessions to 
the six second-degree men and the one 
man for acquittal was finally broken 
down and whipped into line. 

Shiloh Hyde was the man who stuck 
for acquittal until the last minute. 


The general understanding as to the 
immediate future of the Coopers is that 
they will be sent t> Europe by friends 
to remain there until their lawyers have 
exhausted the last legal means of ¢s- 
cape from the penalty of wearing 
stripes. 

Robin Cooper is broken badly in 
health. His incarceration since Novem- 


ber and the terrific strain of the trial 
j have wrecked him, many believe, be-|

Full of Electricity Especially 
This Side of Rochester— 
Will Write Book.

NEW YORK, March 20.—Vice-Adm'ral 
Ww. retired, of the 
British Navy, who has been visiting in 
the United States for six months, sailed 


Ursborne Moore, 


for London today on the American Jiner 
St. Paul. He is one of the leading 
spiritualists of England, and an en- 
thusiast of the subject of physical re- 
search. 

During his stay in New York he spent 
much time with Pref. Hyslop, Dr. Funk 
and others interested in the problem of 
psychology. He traveled all over the 
country investigating conditions and 
meeting believers, and goes back to 
England convinced that the United 
States offers a great field for the line of 
truth-seeking in which he 1s engaged. 

United States 2 Great Field. 

“The United States,’’ said he toa 
Post-Dispatch reporter on the St. Paul 
today, “especially from Rochester west 
—Rochester, you know, was the home of 
the Fox sisters—has electrical conditions 
which make it the greatest ground for 
psychical research in the world. As 
vou go inland from Rochester toward 
Denver you will find it an ordinary oc- 
currence for a child to shuffle across a 
carpet and light a gas jet with the tip 
of the finger. 

“It is the electricity in the air and 
the ground—everywhere—which makes 
the United States such a great field, 
but no other country is so _ bigoted 
against the man or weman professing 
spiritualism as this. Three men could 
swear away my liberty, for instance, if I 
were not a British subject, just as they 
swore away the liberty of Mr. Vander- 
bilt, in Brooklyn, who was accused of 
being under the domination of Mrs. 
Pepper. I have met Mrs. Pepper. I 
consider her probably the greatest medi- 
um in the world today.”’ 

Catholic Clergy in Accord. 

Admiral Moore was asked, what he 
thought of the investigations into psy- 
chic phenomena, which the Jesuits have 
instituted. He replied that the entire 
Roman Catholic clergy is in accord with 
the spiritualists insofar as the fidelity 
of the manifestations is concerned. The 
Jesuits, he said, know that there 
spirits. 

“But,” he added, ‘“‘the Roman Catholic 
believers profess to entertain the idea 
that spiritualistic manifestations are 
the work of the devil. For my part, I 
think it would be best to prove, first, 
that there is a devil.”’

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~CROSS- STATE HIGHWAY 
PROGRESSING SLOWLY 


a in 
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Misunderstanding of $500,000 Appropriation Has 
Hampered Work of Missouri Road En- 
gineers-~ Report on What Has 

~ Been Accomplished. 


Answering an inquiry as to what has 
been done upon the St. Louis-Kansas 
City road, 1 beg first to explain the 
appropriation of $600,000 voted by the 
Legislature in 1907. This appropriation 
‘was never passed for the purpose of a 
cross-State road, nor could the cross- 
State road get more than its proportion- 
ate part due the county or counties 
through which this road might run. 
This money was appropriated for per- 
menent road work and to be disbursed 
to the several counties in proportion to 
their assessed valuation, and no county 
was permitted to draw over 5 per cent 
of the total amount. 

In fact, very few of the counties’ as- 
sessed valuation would permit them to 
draw anything like 5 per cent of the 
total. Furthermore, the shortness in the 
State revenue prevented our ever get- 
ting one cent of the appropriation, and 
instead of it working te our good or to 
the good of the road spirit, it has been 
a detriment. The failure of the State 
to meet its obligations has been a load 
to carry instead ef lightening the work. 


Opposition From Many Counties. 

Purthermore, this same impression 
that the one-half million dollars’ appro- 
priation was for the cross-State road 
was held by a great number of people 
throughout Missouri and it created con- 
siderable opposition from people in the 
northern and the southern parts of 
the State, not only toward the cross- 
State road, but toward our own de- 
partment. They felt as though they 
should not be called upon to build a road 
from St. Louis to Kansas City, and 
they furthermore felt that the State 
Highway Department had been created 
for no other purpose than the construc- 
tion of this cross-State road. This was 
caused by our department being forced 
into the position of taking up the Sf. 
Louis-Kansas City road at the very be- 
ginning to the exclusion of all other 
roads. It left a wrong impression and 
one which we are still laboring under 
aud which will not be overcome for 
some time. 

The plan upon which we started to 
construct this road was that of forma- 
tion of districts in each county for a 





mile or two in width on each side of the 
proposed road with a tax to. be placed 
under our benefit assessment law upon 
this property for the purpose of con- 
structing the road, Considerable en- 
thusinsm was aroused in the towns 
along the proposed routes and the com- 
mercial clubs, especially, took up the 
fight, but when we got out into the 
country districts along the road where 
the owners of the property have also 
to bear the burden of the construction. 
we found a different temperament en- 
tirely and I am safe in sayir.g that not 
over 10 per cent of the property holders 
along the proposed road were willing to 
form themselves into a district and vote 
a tax upon their property. 
Idea Not Given Up. 

We have not given up the idea nor 
do we propose to, although work 
throughout the State has been keep- 


ing us too busy to permit us to pay 
very much _ attention to the cross- 
State problem. We anticipate that 
when we have the road enthusiasm 
and spirit for general construction 
upon a higher plane than it now is, 
that we can take up and possibly suc- 
ceed in carrying out this undertaking. 
Personally we are in favor of carry- 
ing it through, but do not believe 
that the present time is the best to 
push the metter.

GOOD HORSES 
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WASHINGTON, March 20.—During the 
discussion in the Senate of an amend- 
ment to the deficiency appropriation bil) 
which provided $12,000 for automobiles 
for the use ef President Taft. Mr. Bail- 
ey of Texas made a speech in defense 
of ihe horse. He mid that electric and 
steam motors were driving horses out 
of existence. 

Such remarks are often made by per- 
sons who are not aware of the facts. 
During the bicycle craze we were fre- 
quently warned that horses would soon 
becéme useless except for plowing and 
heavy hauling. When electricity was 
applied to street car service we heard 
the same prediction, and a great deal of 
regret was expressed that the noblest 
and most.intelligent of animals should 
be condemned to pass into oblivion. 
But the contrary has been the case. 
There are more horses in the United 
States today than there ever were be- 
fore; they are worth more money than 
they ever were before; they are increas- 
ing in numbers and value, notwithstand- 
ing the electric street cars, the motor 
wagons and omnibuses, the bicycles, the 
autemobiles and the adoption @f steam 
and electricity as a motor power in 
farming and in every business and trade 
that requires locomotion. 


A Census of Horses. 

The number of horses in the United 
States Jan. 1, 1908, was 19,992,000, and 
they were worth a total of $1,867,580,000, 
or an average of $93.41 each. During the 
succeeding year, ended Jan. 1, 1909, the 
number of horses had increased to 20,- 
640,000; their value had advanced more 
than $100,000,000 to fhe sum of” $1,974,052, - 
000, and the average price was $95.64, or 
$2.23 more than the previous year. 

The average price of horses 
throughout the United States for the 
10 years previous to 1908 was $60.25 


rm 





per head, which shows that they are 
worth an average of $35.40 more, not- 
withstanding the circumstances which 
senators and others have so mourn- 
fully deplored. 

Automobiles came into general use 
more rapidly during the year 1908 
than at any previous period, but not- 
withstanding that fact the number 
and the value of our horses increased 
more rapidly during that period than 
ever before, During the calendar year 
1907 the horses increased 245,000 in 
number and $20,952,000 in value. Dur- 





ing the calendar year 1908 they in- 


creaseqg 648,000 in number and $106,- 
522,000 in value. 
fules More Valuable. 

The same can be said of mules, 
Which should also be taken into con- 
sideration, because thousands of 
mules have lost their jobs because of 
the introduction of electricity as a 
motive power. There are now in this 
country 4,053,000 mules, which are 
valued at $437,082,000, or an average 
of $107.84 per head: that is about 
$12.25 more per mule than horses are 
worth. This is an tnerease of 184,000 
mules curing the year 1908, $20,143,000 
in value and 8 cents per head. 

The increase in 1907 was 52,000 
mules, but in 1906 there was a de- 
crease in the total value of $11,125,- 
000, or an average falling off of $4.40 
per head. 

The number of milk cows in the 
United States Jan. 1, 1909, was 21,- 
720,000. and they were valued at $702,- 
945,000, an average of $22.36 per head, 
This is an inerease of 526,000 during 
the previous year in numbers” and 
$52,888,060 in total value, or $1.69 per 
head. Ranch cattle show a decrease 
of 694,000 in numbers, but an increase 
in value of $17,816,000, which may be 
a partial explanation of the present 
size ot your butcher’s bills.

ARE ARRESTED AS 
EMBELZLERS 


Smith and Gray Accused of 
Violating the Federal 
Statutes. 


ore 


After the failure of the Third Nation- 
al Bank, the National Bank of Com- 
merce and two bonding companies to 
prosecute George F. Smith Jr. of 3408 
Eads avenue and William A. Gray of 
2945 Cook avenue, on charges of having 
misappropriated money belonging to 
their employers, Bank Examiner Hicks 
caused their arrest yesterday. The 
young men are accused of having vio- 
lated the Federal statutes by embezzling 
money from national banks. 

“At once after their arrest by Deputy 
United States Marshals Williams and 
Knehans, Smith and Gray were released 
on bonds of $1000 eaun. Smith's bond 
was signed by John D. Manley and his 
mother, Mrs. Ethel A. Smith, and Gray’s 
by George W. Jones, secretary of the 
Evens & Howard Fire Brick Co. They 
are held to the Federal grand jury. 

Smith is charged in the warrant 
against him with having embezzled $1200 
from the Third National Bank, and Gray 
with having taken a total of $895 from 
letters addressed to the National Bank 
of Commerce, where he was mail clerk. 

Amounts Repaid, 

The amounts taken by the young inen 
have been repaid to the banks by their 
relatives, and it was thought that no 
criminal proceedings would be begun 
against them. Their arrest was not re- 
quested by either of the banks or the 
surety companies by which they were 
bonded. Charles H. Huttig, president 
of the Third National Bank, said yester- 
day that he had nothing to do with the 
prosecution of Smith. The National 
Bank of Commerce did not appear in 
the arrest of Gray. . 

Bank Examiner Hicks, after investi- 
gating the reports published after the 
dismissal of Smith and Gray from the 
banks, informed United States District 
Attorney Blodgett that both young men 
had violated the Federal laws. Appli- 
cation for the warrants was then made. 
United States Commissioner Mitchell is- 
sued the warrant against Smith and 
Commissioner Burkham that against 
Gray.

Reciprocity With Cuba Likel¥ 
to Cause Retaliation by 
Other Nations. 








INLAND MEN COMPLAIN 





Measure Said to Discriminate 
in Favor of Manufacturers 
on Seaboard. 
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WASHINGTON, March 20.—That the 
Payne tariff bill would bring about a 
great international tariff war, if enact- 
ed, because of the section which con- 
tinues in operation the Cuban reciprocity 
treaty, 1: one of the arguments that is 
being made against the measure. 

It is urged that the foreign countries 
which would otherwise agree to give the 
United States the benefit of the “‘most- 
favored nation” clause in return for the 
minimum scale of duties provided for in 
the Payne bill, will contend that the 
Cuban reciprocity provision is the most 
favored nation clause of the American 
tariff and will therefore refuse te enter 
into a low tariff agreement with this 
country. 

This difficulty regarding the Cuban re- 
ciprocity treaty and its relation to the 
maximum and minimum tariff provi- 
sions of the Payne bill was not over- 
looked by the framers of that measure. 

The subconimittee which drafted the 
bill considered the possibility of the 
claims being made that the elause con- 
tinuing the treaty with Cuba discrim- 
inates against other nations and would 
therefore not ertitle the United States 
to the minimum duties of other nations. 

Unusual Relations With Cuba, 

After discussing the matter it was 
agreed to allow the provisions to remain 
in the bill upon the assumption that 
other countries recognize the unusual 
relations existing between the United 
States and Cuba and would not object 
to the lower duties which the island Re- 
public would get. It is also contended 
that Cuba ships to this country articles 
which do not compete with our imports 
from countries of Europe. 

The framers of the Payne bill have 
designed the maximum tariff provisions 
in such a way that practically every 
country in Europe will be cempelled to 
seek our minimum duties tn time. The 
principal object of making the new bill 
& maximum and minimum measure was 
to use this provision as a means of 
forcing other countries to give Amsri- 
can industries the same opportunities 
for trade that they grant te other ce un- 
tries. 


Nations Most Affected. 
France is one of the countries that 


will be most affected by the maximum 


schedule of the Payne tariff. The duties} 


imposed by the present law on wines, 


liquors and spirits are increased 4 per || 


cent in the maximum provisien ef the 
new bill, and this advance weuld -seri- 
eusly affect the importation from 
France of wines, principally on the low 
grades. Italy and Spain would alse fee] 
the effects of these duties. 

Germany now gives the United States 
nearly all the minimum duttes of her 
tariff, under the provisions ef the Ger- 
man trade agreement, but unless she 
should offer te abrogate the agreement 
and give this country all of her favor-

From Central and Southern 


Illinois. 

The steam and electric coal carrying 
railroads frave decided on a redurtion 
of 10 cents a ton on coal from the inner 
and outer groups of mines in Central | 
and Southern Illinois to St. Louis) and 
East St. Louis. The reduction was 
agreed upon by the St. Louls Coal Traf- 
fic Bureau, composed of representatives 
of the various lines. 

St. Louis will benefit to the amount of 
$712,905 annually by this lower rate, as 
7,129,055 tons of bituminous coal were re- 


ceived here in 1908. 

The new rates, taking effect May

group. The differentiation between St.

FREE BRIDGE PLEDGE 


Nominee Promises if Elected 
to Rush the Project to 
Completion. 





Two hundred First Ward voters 
cheered William F. Woerner, Democrat- 
ic nominee for Mayor, when, in a speech 
on the regulation of public utilities, he 
specified a possible reduction in the 
price of gas, from $1 a thousand feet to 
50 or 80 cents. 

The speech was made at a rally held 
last night at 4369 Natural Bridge road. 
Other speakers were Nicholas M. Bell, 
who attacked Jeptha D. Howe and 
urged his hearers to scratch Howe's 
mame from the Freeholders’ ticket; 
James Hagerman, Henry C. Menne, 
John G,. Steinlage, Frank A. Thompson 
and L. H. Bakersmith, president of the 
ward club. 


Position on Public Utilities, 


Speaking of the necessity of making f 


the public utility corporations remem#er 


|their duty to the public, and of restrain- 


ing them from making exorbitant 
profits, Mr. Woerner said: 

The question of fairness or ex- 
cessiveness of such profits must 
be determined by the actual value 
of -the assets invested, and not 
figured upon the ficticlous basis 
of inflated capital existing on 
paper only. 

If, after a fair and thorough ex- 
amination it appears by the re- 
turns that they get are out of 
proportion to the services render- 
ed and the risk assumed, I am in 
favor of forcing q reduction to a 
proper basis. 

If, for instance, we pay $1 per 
thousand feet for gas, and it can 
be shown that 50 cents or 80 cents 
will yield a fair and reasonable 
profit, then this should be the 
maximum basis of charge by law. 

When we consider the immense 
ramifications and influences which 
can be brought to bear by the ju- 
dicious expenditures of large sums 
in the behalf and for the undue bene- 
fit of special interests, it is hard to 
overestimate the difficulty that be- 
eets the path of faithful public serv- 
ants who endeavor to uphold the 
fundamental rights of the people. 

Street Car Tax Law. 

Mr. Woerner then told ef the one-mill 
street car tax law and of his part in its 
enactment. and enfercement. He said 
the opinion of the United States Su- 
preme Court, upholding this ordinance, 
established a principle which wil] help 
solve the revenue problems of St. Leuis 
and other cities. He continued: 

This principle, I think, is equally 
applicable to every public utility 
concern; and you will thus see the 
far-reaching effect thereof, for a 
similar course can be pursued in 
fixing such a license tax with re- 
spect, for instance, to the Laclede 
Gas Light Co., the Union Electric 
Light and Power Co. and such like 
concerns. 

The imposition of that kind of a 
license tax must, however, be upon 
a fair and reasonable basis, and 
should not be so high as to be con- 
fiscatory or unreasonable. 

If such a reasonable license tax 
should be extended to all concerns 
to which it is applicable, the result 
would unquestionably be to lower 
the rate of the general property tax 
and relieve to some extent the own- 
er of a Httle homestead, and other 
private individuals, from bearing this 
burden. ‘ 

At the same time, it will be equita- 
ble and fair to the public service cor- 
porations because, primarily, propor- 

tioned to the earnings of such com- 
panies, and that only to a slight ex- 
tent. 
Pledged to Free Bridge. 

The candidate then called attention to 
the fact that the 8st. Louls Fair 
Grounds Association was forced to pay 
more than $93,000 into the city treasury 
since 1902 by Democratic city offictals. 
It had formerly, he said, escaped pay- 
ment of taxes ‘“‘under the hypocritical 
guise of being an agricultural society.’ 

He repeated his pledges for prompt 
completion of the free bridge, for the 
improvement of conditions in city in- 
stitutions, and for absolute independence 
from obligation to party bosses in case 
of his election.

What They Hope to Accomplish if Elected 
— Democrat Points to Record. 





' Frederick H. Kreismann, Republi- 
can candidate for Mayor, said in his 
opening campaign that, if elected, 
he will endeavor to devise some 
terminal scheme in connection with 
the free bridge that will fores an 
equitable readjustment of ajl ter- 
minal and switching charges.’ He 
said also that unreasonable freight 
and switching charges must be and 
will. be lifted by the creation of ef- 
fective competition in terminel af- 
fairs. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter asked 
Mr. Kreismann how he proposes, if 
elecied, to make good these prom- 
iseg. 

“In the short time since my noml- 
nat en,” he said, ‘I have not had ttme 
to study out plans for the accom- 
rlishment of these reforms. Before’ 
the campaign is coheluded I hope to 
be able to discuss, formally from 
the platform, the plans I have ina 
mind to bring about relief in ter- 
minal matters here. 

“Necessarily when I become Mayor 
I shal] have to depend to a con- 
siderable extent upon the legal ad- 
vice of the City Counselor in mat- 
ters of this kind. I think the city 
has the power to own and operate 
terminals, but the ideal way, in my 
opinion, would be to get concessions 
from the railroads themselves.” 

Will Make Own Appotatments. 

Mr. Kreismann said that on this, 
and kindred matters, he would prefer 
to defer a discussion of his plans 
until he has had an opportunity to 
give them more mature thought. 

In the matter of appointments Mr. 
Kreismann declared that he would 
not submit to the dictation of the 
Republican organization. 

“If. elected Mayor I shall be re- 
sponsible to the peopte,” said Mr. 
Kreismann.- “I expect to-use my own 
judgment in the selection of assist- 
ants. | 

“I will go to the wreck before I will 
yield to political dictation in this mat- 
ter. I believe in party organization. I 
think it is necg@ssary, but I do not feel 
that my party ought to undertake to 
hamper me by assuming my preroga- 
tive to select the men upon whom I 
shall have to depend for assistance in 
carrying out my policies. 

Wilt Consider Reco e on. 

"In the event the party organigation 
recommends a competent man for ap- 
pointment, and there is no reason why 
he should not be appointed or no better 
man is available, the recommendatien 
will be given due consideration.” 

“If you find a competent Democrat in 
the public service will you remove him 
to make room for a Republican suggest- 
ed by the organization?’’ 

“Tf I find that the public service will 
be disturbed by the removal of a Dem- 
ocratic official I will not dnterfere with 
him, unless there is some Republican 
applying for the place who is equally 
capable of doing the work. 

Serve Party by Serving People. 

‘Tl have had several controversies with 
my party relative to my appointments. 
in the Circuit Clerk’s office. I went 
into that office to render efficient seryv- 
ice. I have retained several Democrats 
whose jobs my party wanted. I would 
not make the removals as requested. 
I could see no good reason for it, as 
the men, who happened to be Demo- 
crats, were efficient. In’ the case of 
one man who had been in the effice 
for 50 years, considerations,of humanity 
prompted me not to yield to the demand 
for his removal so that a Republican 
could have his place. 
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William F. Woerner, Demoeratic can- 
didate for Mayor, sags he is not mak- 
ing any promises he is not reasonably 
certain he can fulfill. He has not dis- 
cussed the terminal question, but he’ 
points to his successful fight for the 
establishment of the mill per passenger 
tax on the street railway corporations 
as an illustration of what he has done. 

Mr. Woerner drafted the mill tax or- 
dinance, and, when its validity was at- 
tacked in the courts, he carried the con- 
test to the Supreme Court of the United 
States and won a notable victory. Mr. 
Woerner, began this fight while he was 
associate City Counselor, and since re- 
tiring from that office several years ago, 
he has conducted the case in the courts. 

“There are several ways by which the 
controversies between the people and 
the public service corporationg can be 
adjusted,” said Mr. Woerner. I hold 
that public service corporations have no 
right to extravagaant or excessive prof- 
its. They do have a right to a fair and 
reasonable return on the actual capital 
invested and risk assumed. The basis 
of compensation should be fixed with 
respect to those considerations. 

Commission Not the Only Way. 

“That can be dene by thorough and 
impartial investigation, such as the city 
has the power to make through the 
Public Service Commission. But that 
is not the only way it can be done. 
We can force the utility coporations to 
show their books ag to their earning 
power and the money invested in pro- 
ceedings similar to the mill taz suit. 

“We can compel them to pay an 
equitable percentage of their profits as 
a license tax. It was decided in the 
mil! tax suit that the city does net sur- 
render its taxing power in the granting 
of a franchise in which the applicant is 
required by agreement to pay a certain 
percentage of its inceme inta the muni- 
cipa] treasury. 

“That decision forms an entering 
wedge by which the city can compel the 
gas and electric light companies to pay 
a license tax on their earnings. I think 
that is right. For instance, it can read- 
ily be seen that there was no justice in 
the old license tax system, which re- 
quired a street peddler to pay a license 
of $10 a year on his handcart and the 
United Railways to pay $25 on a street 
car. But it is just to compel the street 
car company to pay one-tenth of a cent 
to the city for each revenue passenger 

Grade Crossings Should Go. 

‘We will get $260,000 a year from the 
mill tax. This is one way of regulating 
the public service corporations, and it 
has been done successfully with one of 
our mest powerful institutions. 

“Rates for the services rendered by 
these corporations can be adjusted after 
they are carefully and fairly investi- 
gated. 

“In the matter of grade crossings I 
say in my speeches that in the interest 
of safety to the public the grade cross- 
ings of steam railroads should be, by a 
system fair to the companies, as well as 
to the people, abolished. And until such 
can be done the erdinance and regu'a- 
tions aimed te prevent accident should 
be strictly enforced. 

“As to pelitical appointments, I 2am 
pledged to ne ene. If I had been re- 
quired to make any promises I would 
not have accepted the nomination. 

‘Wurthermore, whenever the interests 
of the city conflict with that of my 
party the latter must give way to the 
former. And the important point is that 
the officr, particularly the Mayor, 
must not only see his duty in that way,

“FAUST ON ThE 
STAGE OU YEAHS 


Anniversary Performance, 1356th| 
in Paris, Vastly Different 
From the Premier.

PARIS, March 20.--Last night’s cele- 
bratfon of the fiftieth anniversary of the 
first performance of Gounod’s immortal 
opera, ‘‘Faust,” was made a great gala 
occasion by the Society of Musicians. 
There was a memorab!ie performance of 
the masterpiece in the Grand Opera 
House, which nearly every musician and 
music lover in the American colony at- 
tended. 


Mile. Brosia was the Marguerite, Mur- 
atore the Faust and Journet the Me- 
phisto, while Aida Boni led the, ballet. 

‘Faust’ was first sung in the Theater 
Lyrique (now torn down), March 19, 1859, 
Though many difficulties attended that 
first production it was not a failure, as 
a popular legend has ft. Rather, as 
Baroness Lassus Saint-Gentes, Gou- 
nod’s daughter, put {ft yesterday: “It 
was more than half a success.’’ It 
aroused no enthusiasm: The rehearsals 
were stopped once by the censor on the 
ground that the opera was sacriligious.

“That step was taken on Wednesday 
of this week, when the Payne bill was 
introduced in the House of Representa- 
tives by the chairman of the Ways and 
Means Committee, whose members 
throughout the closing months of last 
Congress had been making examinations 
into the condition of the country’s trade 
under instructions to prepare a new 
schedule of import duties which could 
pass muster in Doth Houses of Con- 
gress with the greatest dispatch con- 
sistent with proper deliberation upon a 
matter of such vital importance to our 
whole population. 

‘‘The important part of the whole af- 
fair to the market for securities Hes in 
the fact that one more essential step 
toward settling the tariff question was 
taken this week when the Payne tariff 
bill was introduced. Operators for the 
rise in Wall street have been making a 
bull argument out of the proposal of the 
Ways and Means Committee to cut the 
duties on steel products. 


Eepforeced Idleness. 

“They point out the fact that whereas 
nearly everything else has undergone a 
rather severe liquidation since the panic 
of 1907, many branches of labor have 
not yet sustained their proportion of the 
liquidation, which it is believed will be 
necessary for every form of industry to 
undergo before business can be put once 
more upon a normal basis. 

“It is true, they assert, that in near- 
ly every avenue of trade some men 
have been thrown out of employment, 
and there is at present a large amount 
of enforced idleness such as always 
precedes a readjustment of business 
deranged after a panic like that we 
encountered more than a year ago. 
These bullish operators maintain that 
the proposed cut of 50 per cent in the 
duties’ on steel will afford all the 
steel companies and many kindred in- 
dustries grounds upon which to make 
horizontal reductions in wages to 
where they aught to be to enable 
business to start up with a genuine 
revival, 

“That some of the large independ- 
ent eompanies did actually cut wages 
before the tariff bill was made pub- 
lic is merely an indication that the 
proposed cuts were divined by the 
steel men weeks In advance, and it is 
regarded as only natural that other 
steel companies should: follow the 
wage reductions already in force in 
the plants of a few of the independ- 
ents, 

Mine Agreement. 
"Yn this connection ‘it is also worth 
noting that the agreement between the 
hard coal miners and the anthracite 
mine operators expires by limitation in 
one week from now, and that the mine 
owners are keenly alive to their tech- 
nical advantage in driving a very good 
wage bargain with the workingmen for 
the next two or three years under pen- 


‘lalty of shutting down ‘their mines until 


they can profitably dispose of the large 
stocks of coal that have accumulated 
both on account of the mildness of the 
winter and the dullness in coal-consum- 
ing industries. 

“In attempting to peer into the future 
those who follow the charts have had 
great difficulty in finding a complete 
analogy between the action of the stock 
market heretcfore pending the discus- 
sion of a tariff bill and what the pres- 
ent market ought to do. The Dingley 
tariff law, enacted 12 years ago, was 
introduced after McKinley took office. 
As a result of its introduction the 
stock market, after an inconsequential 
dip, enjoyed a steady and rather pro- 
nounced rise in the price of securities 
for several months during and after the 
passage of the bill. 

“But McKinley was not elected to 
the presidential office in a period of 
financial depression as-was Taft. He 
was elected in 189% awd the Dingley 
tariff bill was passed in the summer of 
1897. We had had a panic in 1898, fol- 
lowed by about two years of business 
depression, but by the time McKinley 
took office, nothwithstanding the free 
silver scare incident to Bryan's cam- 
paign against sound money, business in 
general had enjoyed considerable im- 
provement. Therefore, the attempted 
analogy between the Payne bill and the 
Dingley bill falls to be complete. 


Tariff Analogy. 

“‘*Likewlse, it is impossible to find ‘all 
the circumstances parallel 'n the case 
of the Payne bill and the Wilson-Gor- 
man act, which was passed on Aug. 7, 
184. Grover Cleveland had just been 
elected President in 1892 and the panic 
of 1893 was upon the country when the’ 
Wilson-Gorman bill’ was under discts- 
sion in Congress. A Democrat was in 
the White House. There had been a 
chang. of @olitical administration and 
in tho minds of many superficial ob- 
servers the new dominant party seemed 
to be responsible for the bad times.

Gold for Export, 


‘“‘Wall street was, therefore, not sur- 
prised to hear at intervals this week 
of further engagements of gold for ex- 
port to London, some qf which goes to- 
day, as that is really t a continua- 
tion of the movement to adjust the 
trade balances which have been ging 
on for some time between this country 
and Europe, but manifested hitherto 
mostly in shipments of gold to the Ar- 
gentine Republic on London account. 
Had there been any available steamship 
bound for Buenos Ayres today some of 
the gold would have gone to South 
America. But at all events, the gold 
exported by United States would have 
been on account of London. 

“AS we drew from London in a few 
months following the panic of 1907 
nearly $160,000,000 worth of gold, and 
have thus far sent back not more 
than a third of the amount we

“OF 71,000: ACRES OF LAND 


SPRINGFIELD, Mo., March 20.—J. H. 
McQuary, a realty dealer of Monett, 
Mo., was awarded a decision in the Cir- 
cuit Court here in his suit against the 
Missouri Land Co. of Scotland for pos- 
session of 71,000 acres of timber and 
mineral lands in Barry County, Mis- 
sourl.

Lanham to a reporter for the Post-Dis- 
patch yesterday afternoon, while . the 
tears bathed her face, ‘I saw the door 
open a crack. I raised up on my elbow 
to see who it was, and then a man slid 
into the room and closed the door be- 
hind him. His cap was pulled down 
over his eyes and his coat collar turned 
up. 

At First Frightened. 

“For a moment I was afraid. I 
thought it might be a thief, although I 
had nothing that a thief would want. I 
stared at him, for I was too frightened 
to cry out, and then I recognized him. 

‘‘‘Charlie!’ I called to him, and he 
ran across the room and into my arms. 
I had not seen him since he left home 
almost four years before, and he had 
been in the reformatory, and we had 
both suffered. 

“Then we told one another all that 
had happened, and he said to me: 
‘Mother, I have sneaked away from my 
parole to see you. I couldn't help it. 
I had to come. But what shall I do? 
Shall I go back? I don’t want to. I 
want to stay here and take care of you.’

The most notable involved a plot 
embracing two ownerships at the north- 
west corner of Eighteenth street and 
Washington avenue. It was wanted as 
a site for a big shoe house, but James 
C. Ghio and J. C. Crowdus, the respec- 
tive owners, refused to entertal| a sale 
of the property at this time, antidpating 
a big advance in Washington lavenue 
land values in the immediate future. 

It also was- rumored that the %x150- 
foot plot at the northwest corner of 
Eighteenth street and Washington ave- 
nue was sought for improvement with 
a big commercial structure. It was ad- 
mitted by James M. Franciscus, presi- 
dent of James F. Franciscus & Co., 
agent for the owner, Mrs. Jane Lind- 
say, that the holdings has been the 
ebject of much inquiry recently, but it 
was denied that it was involved in a 
deal. 

The site, which is directly opposite the 
Marquette Hotel, is considered the most 
imposing in this center. It is held at 
$3000 a foot for the Washington avenue 
frontage, the tract extending through 
to St. Charles street also having a sec- 
ond frontage on that thoroughfare.

Among the buildings of the fu- 
ture which are thus omitted are the 
proposed li-story Barr block at Sixth 
and Olive streets, and the proposed new 
Equitable Building at Sixth and Locust. 
The new Pine street building of the Na- 
tional Bank of Commerce, ‘now com- 
pleted and occupied, is also omitted.

Sales in Washington Heights ex- 
tending west of River Des Peres 
the north of Delmar boulevard, were 
a predominant feature.

But later on the “sure-thing guys” 
crept in, and whenever a. victim 
whom they had robbed made a big 
“holler,” the coppers had to step in 
and “make a pinch.” The increasing 
frequency of these “hollers” caused 
the general public to “sit up and take 
notice,” 

Finally, ag the only available rem- 
edy, the legislators were forced to 
enact laws making all professional 
gambling illegal, and thus, with one 
fell swoop, they put the gamblers out 
of busingss. 

But, in spite of laws and of police 
vigilance, there has always been a 
certain amount of gambling going on 
in almost every community, and 
probably always will be. 

The only difference is that in most 
cases it is done “under cover,” and 
is presumably unknown to the au- 
thorities. Any man who is anxious 
to gamble his money away can gen- 
erally find an opportunity to gratify 
his desire, no matter in what part 
of the country he happens to be. 

The element of chance in any game, 
even when that game is conducted

By moving his right foot in a given 
direction, Hart was able to release 
any card that he desired, and it was 
a simple matter to replace it with the 
ecard which he had discarded from his 
hand. : 

DEVICES BY THE SCORE. 


When it comes to games in which 
dice are used, the .crooked devices 
which have been invented and put in 
use can be counted by the score. Al- 
most every day some new scheme is 
brought to light. 

Not long ago the St. Louis police, 
acting upon information they had re- 
ceived from a victim, raided the 
apartment of a man and woman who 
were alleged to be operating the 
game, and after a close search, dis- 
covered one of the most ingenious 
and complicated machines:that has 
ever been unearthed in this vicinity. 
The man who invented the layout !s 
an expert electrician, but he devoted 
his talents to the manufacture of 
“loaded” dice and electric devices 
whereby the dice could be controlled 
absolutely by the operator. 

The layout wag so cleverly con- 
cealed from view that the chances are 
the police would never have discov- 
ered it, had not one of the officers, 
in walking around the room, step 
on ething hard, which was cov? 


be- ered by 4 rug, and, upon investigat- 
_ ing, found two wires which led from 
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a center table to the bed. Under the 
bed they discovered two soap boxes, 
one containing 20 dry battery cells 
and the other 15 wet battery cells. 

Following the course of the wires, 
they found that they connected with 
two copper plates, which had been 
concealed by the rug. These plates 
were directly under two legs of the 
table, and at the bottom of each leg 
there was a copper pin to plerce the 
rug and form the connection with the 
plate. In the drawer of the table 
was a powerful wire-wound electro 
magnet, with a foot-square copper 
plate at each pole. These plates were 
directly beneath the thin wooden. top 
of the table. 

The knob of the drawer was used to 
control the current. The person con- 
ducting the game could place his hand 
on this knob without attracting at- 
tention and could turn-the current on 
or off, according as he wanted to 
make the person playing against him 
win or lose. 


CONTROLLED BY CURRENT. 


Small copper discs were placed in 
the dice in such positions that in 
“craps” and similar games the cur- 
rent supplied from the batteries and 
working through the magnet would 
cause the dice to fall metal side down. 
By means of this machine, the person 
operating it could control the move- 
ments of the dice at all times and 
cause the degired numbers to fall 
uppermost whenever he chose, thus 
giving his opponent not the slight- 
est chance of winning. 

The man who was arrested for op- 
erating the machine claims that he 
does not use the device himself, ex- 
cept for purposes of demonstration 
and told the police he makes the in- 
struments to order for big gamblers. 

I opee became acquainted with a 
young mas who was an expert ut 
making “erooked dice,” but who 
usually made them for his own use. 
He teok me into his confidence one 
day and showed me just how the 
trick i¢ done. 

Taking up a new die he would 
first bore a small hole into the

He them fill up these holes 
carefully with lead until the lead was 
even with the surface. 

Then he would test the die on a 
table, t© make gure it “rolled right,” 
as he put i& If the die worked sat- 
isfactorily, Re then proceeded to paint 
in the “spots” again with black paint. 

With a pair of these “loaded rd 
or “horses,” as they are called, he 
could go into a “crap” game, and 
when the proper time came, “switch” 
his dice in place of the honest ones

He journeyed to the town, 
and after a few inquiries, located the 
“crap” game, which was being con- 
ducted upstairs over a saloon. 

At first he deliberately lost small 
sums of money, in order to gain the 
confidence of the men running the 
game, and make them think that he 
was a good “sucker.” Finally, when 
he thought he had lost enough, he 
made a very large bet, which wag at 
once “faded” (covered) by the house, 
and, deftly “switching” the dice, he 
rolled the “loaded” bones across the 
table, and, of course, the right num- 
ber showed up and he won. 


DEALER WANTED TO ENOW. 


The “dealer” looked at him rather 
suspiciously, but “Red,” ag he was 
known, kept an innocent look on his 
face, and the money he had won 
wag shoved over to him, together 
with the dice, and he wag told to 
“roll ‘em again!” Now, it had been 
his intention to only make the one 
play with his crooked bones and 
then to “switch” again and lose a 
small bet for a stall, in order to 
throw off any suspicion that might 
be in the gamekeeper’s mind. But, 
contrary to his caleulations, the 
“dealer” kept such a close watch on 
his movements that he found uo 
opportunity to make the “switch,” 
and was compelled te roll the “load- 
ed” dice out again. 

When the same winning number 
showed up a second time, the deal- 
er uttered an oath and grabbing the

TOWN of 25,000 population in 
Kansas has been at war with 
a State for 30 years and is still 
wunconquered. Writs and orders cf 
the State’s hichest courts, bands of 
persecutors, ouster suits against city 
officers, threats of the militia, secret 
service men and all the power and re- 
sourcefulness of the State have been 
exercised against it again and again, 
in all that time, and still the one lit- 
tle city Mes there on its towering 
bluffs above the Missouri River, sul- 
lenly defiant and brazenly victorious. 
It has vanquished the arms of the 
State many times. It is impregnable. 
And the casus belli between Leav- 
enworth—that is the city’s name— 
and Kansas is the matter of obedience 
to a single State law—thesone which 
bars the saloon from the State. In 
Leavenworth it has never been 
obeyed. 
DROVE THEM OUT ONCE. 
Once or twice the State, after long 
and hard fighting, has been able to 
drive the saloon into secrecy and on 
one occasion it actually drove the 
joints bodily. from the town. But 
obedience or respect for the law there 
has never been and recent efforts of 
the State to make one more attempt 
of it have shown that surrender is as 
far or further away than 30 years 


The struggle has brought out some

One is tempted to think that these 
things have nothing to do with tne 
fight between the State and the city, 
but they are of the most powerful fac- 
tors. More than 3000 soldiers, 4000 
Civil War veterans, the hundreds of 
guards from the prisons and the con- 
stantly incoming stream of men re- 
leased from the prisons give the 
iown a tremendous overburdening of 
unoccupied male population. 


Leavenworth always urges’ these 
conditions as largely responsible for 
its resistance to the abolishing of sa- 
loons and it is undoubtedly true that 
the conditions do demand a certain 
tolerance. How much neither the 
State nor the town has ever been 
willing to say. 

So Leavenworth long since took iis 
own way. Until a short time ago it 
supported nearly 150 saloons with its 
population of less than 25,000 actual 
residents. 

Four big gambling halls the equals 
of which could not have been found 
anywhere in the West were in opera- 
tion. Three lottery wheels held draw- 
ings thrice daily, but these were not 
half of it. 

Here actually was a city of only 
25,000 supporting an under world such 
as cities of 10 times its population 
might hardly duplicate. Scores of 
music halls, dance halls, cheap show 
houses with drinking tables instead 
of ordinary seats, every brand and

joints started.. They, too, were found 
and raided. But Leavenworth was 
not ready to submit. 

Human cunning never devised mcre 
skillful ways of serving liquor than 
were invented in that period. One 
man had his storeroom piped for zas 
and dozens of lights were fitted up. 
None was ever burned, however. 

Instead, each of the light taps was 
deftly sealed and a secret pipe ran to 
a hidden cellar under an old stable, 
where barrels of beer were kept. A 
pump forced the beer through the 
pipes and there was just one outlet, 
a hidden cock behind an old coun- 
ter, from which the liquor was drawn 
for hundreds of customers every hour. 
Finally the rush of men to the place 
attracted the attention of the “spot- 
ters,”’ with the result that they dis- 
covered the secret and closed the 
place. 

MANY SCHEMES TRIED. 


Another man used his water pipes 
the same way. Others served beer in 
teapots, from which it was poured 
into porcelain cups. Coal buckets 
contained bottles more often than fuel. 
The bootlegger appeared and dozens of 
other ruses were resorted to; all with 
some success for a time. 

But the prosecutors found them all 
in time. The moving spirit in the 
fight was the woman freformer: For 
a long time she directed the campaign 
personally and with excellent suc- 
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degree of vice that ever invaded any 
city, flourished. 

In that district the city lived only 
at night. The shopping streets might 
be deserted in the daylight hours, Dut 
once the lights were ablaze the under 
world was gay and bright and full of 
color and music and life as in few 
other places in the world. 


AS BAD AS PORT SAID. 


Army officers who had been around 
a good bit of the world and seen 
many places compared it only to Port 
Said or Zanzibar—aii this in a pro- 
hibition State. 

Thirty years ago, when Kansas first 
passed its prohibitory law and later 
made it part of the State Constitu- 
tion, Leavenworth’s conditions were 
almost as described. Perhaps it had 
not then gone quite so far, but Leav- 
enworth was intoxicated with the 
thought that it must have liquor and 
license. 

Any other thought was laughable. 
But the big multitude of farmers out 
in the big, long State voted the sa- 
loons out. The Eastern end of the 
State, where were all the cities of 
consequence, fought hard and bitterly, 
oa the votes counted, not the fight- 
ng. 

There were other cities in Kansas 
with saloons—there are still others— 
but none like Leavenworth. Atchison 
and Topeka, notably the latter, had 
saloons and desired to keep them, but 
yielded to the law, ostensibly at 
least. 

But Leavenworth? Not so there. 

Leavenworth called it hypocrisy. It 
would have none of it. The saloons 
went on running as if nothing had 
happened. Wine bubbled as merrily 
and crowds drank it as gaily as {1 
the town’s palmiest days. What of 
the State law? That was meant for 
the farmers who passed it. Leaven- 
worth had no concern in it and ‘5- 
terded to have none. 

STATE TAKES A HAND. 

But the State was ready to fight. 
After vain efforts to get the town 
and county officials to act, the State 
removed the police commissioners and 
appointed three new ones, one of 
them a temperance woman of reputa- 
tion. It rent an army of assistant 
attorney generals, secret service men 
and “spotters” to Leavenworth and

cess. The jointist feared her more 
than the male - comm'gssioners and 
made a strong fight on her. In the 
end she was removed, but the fight 
went on. In the end it got to be wo 
strenuous even for the jointists. 

There was Leavenworth on the hor- 
rible brink of being forced into obedi- 
ence to the law. But across the river 
was Missouri and refuge. Leaven- 
worth’s joints moved. 

There was no bridge save one at 
Fort Leavenworth, three miles 
north, a long. walk for even a thirsty 
man. The river steamers had gone 
with the fading of past greatness. A 
pontoon bridge was suggested. En- 
gineers said it was impossible, but it 
was done. 

At the Missouri end of the long 
pontoon was founded the town cf 
Stillings, which came in a night and 
died in a week. Just out of reach of 
the Missouri’s periodic floods it was 
built, three brewery agencies, 18 
shacks for saloons and one pump—for 
the horses. 


TOWN TRIUMPHS FOR A TIME. 


Leavenworth had won. For those 
who desired wine or whisky the 
town’s innumerable drug stores were 
a source of ready and cheap supply. 
Those who desired beer or wished io 
tipple over the bar had only to saun- 
ter across the new pontoon bridge to 
Stillings, a pleasant afternoon consti- 
tutional. 

In Leavenworth the State’s baffled 
prosecutors raged for a time, robbed 
of their prey. There were no more 
saloons to close, A little more watyh- 
ing and then the State administra- 
ion changed. The prosecutors were 
withdrawn, the saloons wandered 
back across the river. Stillings sank 
back into the pastoral peace from 
which a night had aroused it. 

That was the nearest the fighting 
town of Leavenworth ever came to 
defeat. 


It was then that Leavenworth, 2p- 
parently resigned to permit anything 
which brought about the liberal ex- 

of money, started on its re- 
markable career of mocking the law 
and making money out of the mock- 
ery. At times there was transient if 
disturbing opposition which only 


fulness In evading and baffling the 
law. 

As soon as a mayor felt himself suf- 
ficiently secure saloons were again 
openly countenanced. It was a tacit 
agreement between the city and the 
saloons that each was to pay $10 a 
month to the city for police protection 
in case of violence, etc. In addition 
the police, on their own responsibility, 
mulcted the jointists, it is said, of an 
additional $25 a month each, which, it 
has always been generally believed in 
Leavenworth, was divided among the 
police and others in power. 


That mayors even profited by this 
spoils system has frequently been 
charged. After a time the scandal got 
to be too great and ‘“‘reform’’ was in- 
situted. The jointists next paid $25 
each month and an accounting was 
held, the money going’into the gen- 
eral fund of the city, where it was 
disbursed mainly for the purpose of 
supporting a police force much larg- 
er than would have been required had 
there been no saloons in Leaven- 
worth. This system was in vogue 
for a decade perhaps without altera- 
tion. 

About six years ago? however, when 
D. R. Anthony, the present Represen- 
tative in Congress from the First 
Kansas District, was elected Mayor, 
changes were made: Mayor Anthony 
had a plan for forcing various low 
order joints. where crime bred with- 
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out hindrance, out of existence. 

He attempted this by doubling the 
assessment against saloons in the 
central portion of the city, especially 
in the district of worst repute. He 
also increased the fines against gam- 
bling and dive keepers. 

The net result, however, was to in- 
crease the monthly mulct from these 
institutions without greatly reducing 
their number, Mayor Anthony did, 
however, institute a good many re- 
forms in the way of enforcing better 
regulations and occasional Sunday 
closing of the saloons. 

He paid the penalty at the next 
election and Peter Everhardy, an ex- 
Sheriff of Leavenworth County, was 
placed in office. Mr. Everhardy was 
besieged by those who said they had 
elected him. They demanded lower 
monthly fines, more license and no 
interference on Sunday, “the only day 
when a saloon man can make any 
money.” 

Mr. Everhardy, however, had an- 
other thing to contend with. Mayor 
Anthony had done a great mass of 
street improving with the $8000 to 
$9000 a month taken from the city’s 
vice caterers. He also had given Leav- 
enworth a rare taste of better regula- 
tion of such places, and Mr. Ever- 
hardy, fearing the result, refused to 
grant the request of his besiegers. He, 
too, might have been defeated for re- 
election had not something from 
without interfered. 

Shortly after Mayor Everhardy's 
first election in Leavenworth Kansas 
went through the memorable cam- 
paign between ex-Senator W. A. Har- 
ris and Gov. E. W. Hoch for the gov- 
ernorship. The prohibition issue 
came home to Leavenworth in that 
fight as not for nearly thirty years. 

Leavenworth County gave Hoch 
practically the plurality which elected 
him, but he was forced to begin to 
liven up the prohibition issue in 
Leavenworth, as he had in Kansas 
City, Kan. Ouster proceedings were 
begun by Attorney-General F. 8. 
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Jackson, ‘lhe property of the brew- 
ers in Leavenworth was seized and 
saloons began to beat a rapid retreat, 
remaining in the background for a 
few weeks and then gradually blos- 
soming out again as before, 

But ouster proceedings were pend- 
ing against the Mayor and a writ was 
finally granted under which Ever- 
hardy was permitted to hold office 
pending good behavior. No “fines” 
could be collected from saloons and 
gamblers and possibly they rejoiced. 
But it was different with Leaven- 
worth. 

There was a brief space of nignts 
without public illumination. It 
brought back the crying need for 
money and the merchants -were ap- 
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pealed to. Lighting is costly and the 
merchants, after thinking about it, 
were convinced that it was cheaper 
to defy the law even at its cutting 
edge than to pay. Accordingly a plan 
had to be devised for evading the writ 
ordering the Mayor to desist from 
taking fines from the saloonists. 


MERCHANTS AID JOINTS. 

But Leavenworth had never failed 
with some device, and, once more, it 
was equal to the occasion. The mer- 
chants formed what wag termed a 
“merchants’ committee.” A collector 
was hired to see that the jointists paid 
and the money went to the merchants’ 
committee—at least the first install- 
ment did. The city had lights again 
and all was snug. 

The plan worked for a little while, 
until the Attorney-General heard of 
it, got an injunction from the Su- 
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Some had thought that same thing 
before him, but it was all wrong. The 
idea was wrong in two ways: In the 
first place, Leavenworth had no in- 
tention of being robbed of the reve- 
nue, and in the second, the saloon 
would have remained, pay or not. 

At about this critical state in Leav- 
enworth’s bibulous affairs, Kansas 
passed a law permitting cities of the 
first class to dispense with mayors 
and councilmen and run the munici- 


ed itself to Leavenworth and was 
adopted after some opposition on the 
part of the men in office.

If he elude the clutch of Scylla he must 
perish in the abyss of Charybdis; if he escape 
the whirlpool of Charybdis he must be rent apart 
by the claws of Scylla. Such is the Nemesis of a 


traitor! 


Every Russian revolutionitst, every Nihilist, 
Terrorist or agitator, under what name soever he 
may classify himself, knows that the secret serv- 
ice of the Czar js an elaborate organization, scat- 
tered all over the world, but having its head- 
quarters in the office of the Minister of Police in 
St. Petersburg. They all know that spies may 
be anywhere, everywhere and that no meeting 
place can be secret enough to be secure from their 
presence. They know that even the members of 
their own families may be branches of that awful 
secret system that makes any other secrecy vir- 
tually impossible in Russia. But proof that 
one of their own leaders, one of the boldest of 
the Terrorists, a man who would hesitate at no 
enormity, did it but strike hard enough, to whom 
no head was too exalted to be a target for bul- 
lets, no heart too tender to receive a dagger— 
that he, Eugene Azev, of all men—should turn 
out to be a spy, a hireling of the police, direct- 
ing plots of the Terrorists, only that he might 


‘obtain evidence to send the leaders of the Terror- 


ists to Siberia, came to them like an earthquake. 
The evidence was certain. The charge was made 
by W. L. Bourtsev, historian of the revolution, 
who obtained his facts from M. Loupoukine, the 
former Chief of the Secret Police. 

Azev was placed on trial before the Revolu- 
tionary Tribunal in Paris. ° His judges consisted 
of Prince Kropotkin, the arch-anarchist; Vera 
Figner, the once beautiful paetess who was hailed 
as the Joan of Arc of the revolution and who was 
only recently released from the Siberian prison 
where she had passed the better part of her life, 
and Herman Lopatine, one of the most eminent 
of the Terrorist leaders. They found Azev guilty 
and sent intimation of this fact to all the branches 
of the revolutionary organization. They passed 
no sentence of death upon him. Oh, no! No 
such sentence was necessary! But every Russian 
revolutionist in the world knows what to do with 
a man formally condemned as a traitor to the 
sacred cause of freedom. 

If corroboration wer? wanting, it was given 


coldly and categorically in the Duma only ‘he 
other day by no smaller an authority than M. 
Stolypin, the Premier. Of course, Stolypin gave 
the Government’s side of the case. The revolu- 
‘ionists had already given theirs. The Premier 
denied that Azev had been employed as a provo- 
cative agent—that is, one who worked up plots, 
only to betray them—but admitted that he had 
been an informer, @ spy, associating with tlie 
rebels for the purpose of learning their secrets. 

M. Stolypin said that Azev had been in the 
police service since 1892 and established re'a- 
tions with the ma‘'n Terrorist group in 1902. For 
several years he held a subordinate position and 
could render only minor services to the Govern- 
ment, but in 1906 he became a member of the So- 
cial Revolutionist Central Committee, and since 
then had kept the Government so well informed 
that no crime of importance had been committed 
by the main Terrorist organization. The assas- 
sination of Gen. von der Launitz and Count Ig- 
natieff, the attempt to kill Gen. Maximovitch, the 
e<plosion at the Stolypin villa and other crimes 
s!uce 1907, the Premier declared, were the work 
of a group with which Azev was not connected. 
Azev was not in Russia when Grand Duke Serg‘us 
was assassinated. 

Deputy Dulet, a labor member who had just 
returned from Paris, caused a sensation by tell- 
ing of documents he brought back, including two 
letters, regarding Azev’s trial there by the rebel 
“court” as a spy. Azev in those letters complains 
of his comrades’ suspicions, particularly as he had 
borne the ch‘ef burden and had organized the 
Terrorists acts in recent years, including the as- 
sassination of Obolensky, Sergius and Von 
Plehve. 

Deputy Pokroffsky then submitted some tele- 
grams corroborating the report of the Moscow 
and St. Petersburg police that they knew before- 
hand about the piot against Grand Duke Sergius, 
but did not try to frustrate it until the last stage, 
and telling of plots concocted by Azev against his 
own employers, Loupoukine and Rachkoffsky, the 
latter the Director of the Foreign Secret Service. 
In closing his speech, Pokroffsky told Stolypin 
that he might expect a similar fate to those wao 
have met death at rebel hands. 

It will be remembered that Father Gapon tried 
to play this double game. But Azev had his eyes 
on Gapon, and at once unmasked him to the revo- 
lutionists. Gapon was tried before their secret 
tribunal in Paris, and within a few days the body 
of the traitor priest was found hanging by the 
neck in a deserted house in a suburb of St. Peters- 
burg. It did not suit Azev’s purpose to have a 
rival in treachery. 

Bourtsev, who denounced Azev to the revolu- 
tionists, declarés that Azev was the active agent 
of Rachoffsky, who is the right hand of Pre- 
mier Stolypin and a trusted confidant of the Czar. 
The suggestion behind this is that there are still 
murderous. coteries around the Russian throne 
and that there are mysteries yet unrevealed which 
might lead up to. very high places. That is way 
the secret police are as anxious as the revolution- 
ists to lay their hands on Azev. It is possible 
that they have already caught him. If they have, 
he will probably never be heard of again, for the 
police would play a fine stroke in getting rid of 
this possessor of so many incriminating secrets 
without giving him an opportunity to reveal them. 

Another extraordinary strand in this web of 
plot and counterplot is the way in which Azev's 
treachery came to be revealed. M. Loupoukine 
was formerly chief of the Russian secret police, 
and in this capacity he knew all about Azev, for 


the latter was one of his most valuable spies. . 
Loupoukine made for himself a host of ene

of high officials in the army and state. These
